A'survey of the literature indicates that more and more academic_.
-librarians are becoming cormmitted-to a philosophy of active educational
liprarianship, Numerous methods of ins truction and orientation in the

use of academic libraries are being tried. Both because no library
probably has enough librarians to be Pverywhere when questions need to E
‘be answered and’because of the search for more effective and efficient
methods of instruction and orientation, many librarians are using some
form of media. Amonr' the most popular formats is the slide/ tape
presentation, which consists of 35 mm slides synchronized with taped
- narration, -

Slide/tape presentations offer certain advantages over other types

of media. Among the adva.ntages are, as outlined by Frank Earnshaw;

-lbrarjes in that country, The purpose was to produce audiovisual aids

'fais format has.proved to be equally popular in the United States.,
In a survey conducted in 1971, Verna V, Melum found "colored slides with

synchronized tape for use in classrooms with or without the preserice (gf a

) librarian"? to be dne of the most popular approachés to ‘reaching large

numbers of students in library orientation andin's‘u'uctlon.

Problem

A major problem with the use of the slidg/tagg format, aé with an}‘r
other audiovisual‘formai:, for‘library instruction and orientation is the lack
of suitable materials, Little of wgrth hés been produced commercially, and
librarians often have difficulty fitting what is available to their individual

needs., Several solutions have been proposed, and the one most often

implemented is the local production of what is needed.

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_This solution is only partial, . One' librarian has noted "most of he local

productions tend to be amateurish in comparison with commer’cial tapes, radio,
and television, and, therefore, are not exciting to students."4 Even with
.the advantages offered by the slide/tape format, a great deal of time,
i expertise, and resources are needed for local production, According to
. one librarian using this format, "dne aspect of the problém is that the idea
/ of a slid'e/tape“presentation)is SO deceptively simple.",5' Millicent Palmer
’ has reported that experienced producers of media programs have estimated -
up to a minimum of 300 man-hours necessary for a media specialist to |

develop a twenty-minute slide/tape program.6 Considering the problems

with local media productions, the Carnegie Commission on Higher Education

Results

A total of 129 academic ‘ibraries responded to the surve;}-. -Of those
re's;)onding,' twenty-one indicated they did not use any form of slide/tape
presentations, a‘nd'four libraries provided incomplete and unusabie.
A total of 104 libraries indicated that they were using or soon planned

to start using some form of slide/tape presentations in their library

instruction and orientation programs. This included six academic

libraries who reported using 3-M's Sound-On-Slide system. Eight of

Athose responcfing requested their names be withheld, Table 1l indicates

the distribution ef the libraries responding by number of volumes in the
library‘, full-;time-eqtiivalent (FTE) student enrollment of‘ the institution,
and the highest degree offered by the institution,

An attempt was made to distinguish between slide/tape presentations
used for orienta Hon purposes and those used-for instructional purposes.,
While the dichotomy is not complete, orientation presenta tions generally
are designed to do one or all of the following: introduce students to the
physical arrangement’of the library; acquaint ctudents with I'.he services
offei'ed by the library; niake‘studeﬁts aware of the avaiiability of librarians
to help them; and, in general, to foster a positve attitude on the part of the

students towards the library and librarians. Instructional presentations

' usually attempt to teach students how to use a specific Ilibrary item, such

as Readers' Guide. Of course, ‘one presentation might to attempt to do

both, and the librarian completing the surve§ form had to decide which

categcfy the presentation best fit,

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A total of 258 presentations were identified, Eighty-eight presentations

were indicated to be orlentation presentations, 147 instructional programs

on specific library items, and twenty-three presentations on miscellaneous

topids » such as library search strategies for particular disciplines, T:.ie

instruction programs were divided as followed:

One of the main purposes o; the survey was to find odt what libraries

developed which could be made available to other libraries and adapted to

their ncads, Of those lbraries responding to the question, forty-seven

14
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(46%) bg_lieved that their presentations could bé adapted for use by other
libraries, and ﬁfty-ﬁve (54%) indicated I:h:at they did not believe their
presentations to be readily adaptable, |

Asked if they would make their presentations available to other libraries,
tﬁirty-six indicated they would make their presentations available. Some
of these we;e libraries who did not believe their presentations adaptable,
but would make them available as models to others. Also, some indicated ”
more than one method by which they wou}d make their presentations avai'lable.
Thirteen indicated they would sell copies of their presentations, sixfeen
indicated they would ioan their preseﬁtations, and ten indicated they
would loan their presentations to be duplicated by the borrower, In
addition to these thirty-six libraries, five libraries‘ indicated they would
make available sérirts or tapes of presentations to other libraries. This
queston was not spécifically asked; and a larger number ofb libraries might
be willing towmake such materials available than indicated.

A second purpose of thé survey was to gather the experiences of
libraries in using slide/’tape presentations so they could be shared. In
answering thesé questions, respondents often supplied more than one
answer"even though asked to indicate Qrin;arily how they used the presentations.,
This cagsed the total to oft;en go over the '04 libraries responding. The

following are the responses to selected questions:

Conclusiens
While a survey using a mailed questionnaire has certain limitations,

the results of this survey should give an approximate state .of the art of the
use of slide/tape= presentations for orientation and instruction purposes

in academic libraries. While numerous presentations were identified, this
survey eppeared to fall short of, its goal of identifying a large number og
ei'cemplary presentations that are Widely available. This is not to say that
there do not exist many excellent programs, but most are largely useful
within one institution. Probably less than a dozen libraries have produced
presentations of suffieient quality anci adaptabilit; to be widely used, and
haraiy a handful have prodnced presentations mrith this specific puf'pose in"
mind. Whet is available m;y often sei-ve as excellent models for other local
producuons, but few of the presentations available can be used without
“modification by other than the producing library. Some libraries have attempted

to create programs that could be used widely in order to justify ttme, expense,
etc. It might be well if more lbraries kept this in mind in their local productions.
‘A major cause of the problem of the lack of widely useful presentations

is, despite;the advantages of slide/tape presentalions, they are, as o
previously indicated, "deceptively simple". The slide/tape format still
" demands time, expertise and resources. It would appear from the results

of this survey that these ingredients are often under estimated.

Sugg es tions
While this survey's purpose was not to create a ':how-ro-do-it" guide,
no doubt something can be gained from the collective 'wisdom of those who
have already attempted the creation and use of slide/tape presentations. .
A bibliography on audiovisual?techniqvues and library instruction has been
' compiled by ‘Peggy Ann Kusnerz and Marie Miller for use at the November
12-14, 1975 conference “Media and Messages" at the University of
Michigan, The section concerning slide/tape presentations and general
audiovisual techniques has been included at the end of this section with
their perxnission.* ;.Anyone planning to produce a slide/tape presentation
should read several of the works tney have cited.
Several key ingredients to the successful creation of slide/tape
: presentations ha\‘rev becorne evident as a result of this survey. First,
| time is of great importance., More than one respondent noted that "it
takes a lot of time." In fact, one individual heavily i_nvolved in slide/
tape production warned, "ALWAYS ALLOW MORE TIME THAN YOU THIYNK ’
IT COULD POSSIBLY TAKE!*8 ‘The relative ease by which a slide/tape

n

presentation can be made no doubt'leads some to a false sense of security,
n s ’
but the estimate {"of 300 hours for a twenty minute production may not be

unrealistic-;particularly for fhe novice,

Money is, of course, important in almost anything libraries want to do,

-

- and the production of slide/tape presentations is no exception, Generally,

the respondents to this survevgave conse'rvative estimates for the costs of
the productions., Slide/tape presentations are not cheap. They may be
cheaper than many other audiovisual presentations, but this still does not
-~ * make them cheap., Equipment alone tc view the presentat.ions can be
. geveral hundred dollars. If labor costs are included, the costs can be
unbelievably high, Beulah Hovrison, Coordinator of Publi,cvServices at
the University of Wisconsin=Stout, an institution heavily involved in

audiovisual ins tr:uction, has advised at least a hundred dollars an audio-

visual instructional package.) This figure is no doubt reasonable if -
labor costs and equipment costs do not have to be incl uded. Prom the
responses to this survey, few lbraries keep an accurate account of the
cost-;-which u;ould‘appear to be a key ingredient in eva luating the -results.
Resource personnel are vital. Ms. Howidon has also advised librarians

:notvto get involved in media production, "Unless you have an excellent '

. A-V Department to work with you."lo Not everyone can take good photographs,
develop a suitable sound 1rack, or write an effective script. While it may

-+ take- only a few minutes to learn the basics of manipulaung the equipment

to produce an effective slide/tape presentation takes much longer.

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A second need for resource personnej is for evaluation of the presentations.
It is evident that relatively few of the librarians responding did any serious
evaluation of their presentations. Almos t forty percent did no formal
evaluations by their own admission. Many of the others admitted to
us"i\ng their evaluation devices very loosely. Good evaluation is a necessary
part of the use of an instructional program: What a librarian r{\ay think
to be very effective, ‘might be viewed very differently by students. If
the librarian developing the presentation is not familar with ev_aluation.
techniques, then resource personnel within the in‘stitution should be
consulted.

There is no easy road to good slide/tape presentations. Apparently. .
few can be adopted without change from other insttutions, arnd local
production is difficult. 'Ihey need to be well-planned and developed for
a specific purpose . Several librarians indicated that the presentations
were best used in connection with a course assignment, Iust making
a presentation "available" for students to view seldom generated enougn
viewing and learning to justify the effort spent in production. Perhaps
because presentations work best when used with a particular assignment
it is difficult to create presentations that are widely useful.

| Librarians haye to have in mind exactly how students are to view
and use the presentations. Even a simple slide projector or tape recorder

can baffle a student--yet many librarians indicated they expect students:

to use such equipment without assistance, One library even developed a
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filmstrip to show student: how to use microfilm readers and then found that
students had to be shown how to u}.é the filmstrip projector, If libra’rians
have to show students how to use the equipment individually in order to
learn how to use a library tool, it may. beﬁ just as efficient and much cheaper%,
to show them how to use the Hbrary tool individuaily. Some libraries

have attempteci to custom design equipment more "s.ui'te:d for individual :

use without instruction, but as Mrs. Katharine Cipolla Media Services

HOW IS THE PROGRAM PRESENTED WITH LARGE GROUPS?

. In1t1a11y. one proaector was used with the 0pt1son1cs Recorder with the appropriate

size lens. To add a farther dimension to the programs, the Kodak Dissolve Control -
Unit was added; perhaps you have seen this used. It provides the ability for a more

To use a dissolve control, however, two Exta-
graphic projectors are needed which are connected to the dissolve control. The
Optisonic recorder is plugged into the dissolve control automatically moving the
complete program. We feel the dissolve control has certainly enhanced our programs

WHAT TYPE OF BACKGROUND MUSIC DID WE USE AND WHO DID THE NARRATION?

“Initially, we were fortunate to have an excellent campus radio announcer for
narration. Now we are using student voices (male and female) suggested by the
Speech Department. The interest has been most enthusiastic; students know this is

After carefully listening to music at a local radio station's record library, I
found sofit sounding instrumental music such as the following to be most appropriate:
Paul Mauriat, Charlie Byrd, Percy Faith, Hollyridge Strings and Roger Williams.

Our programs are geared to the undergraduate student; therefore, background music
that he can identify himself with was 1nc1uded....th1s means the slower songs of
popular music.

May I suggest that when taping a program leave time at the beginning and at the end
of the program for music without narration, perhaps 20 seconds each. This allows for
the viewzi to get settled as well as quieting the audience before the actual
narration. I may not be mak1ng myself clear, but I have found this to work
effectively.




valuaﬁle learning experience. The facilities of the FM-Stereo campus station iz
available for recording. If you don't have a campus radio station, inquire at the
local stations or with persons in the community who have good recording equipment.

They can give you many suggestions for recording sessions. . . ‘

We found our narrators sometimes moving along too quickly, thus not providing enough
time for the slides tao be changed. Slides moving too quickly-can detract from an

_otherwise good program. When using a Kodak Dissolve Control, more time is also

needed for changing slides. .

l§_lI_POSSIBLE TO VIEW OUR PROGRAMS?

Unfortunately, we do not have complete duplicate slide sets of each program that we
use. I would be hesitant to send our slides of the present programs at this time;
the programs are being used frequently. However, I may make some exceptions in the
future. The cost for duplicating the slides woula be 25¢ for each slide. These
are the number of slides in our completed programs: "You and Your University
Library" -- 100 slides; "The Monthly Catalog--What's It A1 About?" -- 39 slides; -
"periodicals and Their Use!" -- 60 slides; and "The Card Catalog--What's In It?" --
62 slides. The cost for duplicating each cassette tape is $3.50.

I believe our programs could be adaptable to most 1ibrary situations with changes to
meet the lTocal situation. : :

ey

HOULD WE CONSIDER SOME COOPERATIVE ARRANGEMENTS?

Yes, definitely! When we began our Library Instruction Media Program in 1971 we
locked at what was being done elsewhere; cooperative efforts were begun which helped
in our planning and development. It takes much thought and time in developing a
slide/tape program; this letter is a .source of cooperation. Many have asked for
copies of our scripts; copies #re enclosed. We do hope that when you develop your
programs you will send your scripts. We are most interested in programs not covered .
in the encliosed scripts regarding specific areas of -~eference, specific abstracts,
and so forth.

Our cassette tapes are presently being revised for new tapings; copies can be sent
to you later. ‘ ‘

WHAT ABOUT QUR ERIC SLIDE/TAPE PROGRAM?

Initially we wrote our own script, but then we discovered the ERIC Clearinghouse at
the University of Colorado had crmpleted a program specifically for their CHESS .
Clearinghouse for public sale. We previewed it and decided to purchase it at $30.00,
which is not expensive considering 60 slides and a cassette tape included. There is
no background music, and the program has been done very well in a humorous fashion.

WHAT ABOUT OUR SELF-GUTDED TOUR?

We have found this also to be popular with our students. Immediately at the entrance
to the Library, a floor sign tells about the self-guided tour and the slide/tape
programs; this has been one of our most effective methods of promotion besides just
leaving on the slide/tape programs with students stopping to watch.

You can:use earphones with the self-guided tour, uput thus far we haven't had néed)to
use them. Using light weight tape recorders the students listen directly to the re-
corder, the factor of the volume being too lToud has not been roticeable.

A néw building and a new school present several problems. Quxr program must be
fluid-enough to addpt to major changes in physical conditions, procedures and

methods, staff, and a new student enrollment which has grown from 150 to 950.

For this reasom we continue to experiment with many methods and media.

Basically our program consists of the following.

1. Qualifying examination (50 multiple choice questions) and a card catalog
‘ problem (involving actually going from catalog to shelf to locate book) which
is administered to all new students before enrollment. A second section is
scheduled for October to pick up all new students who arrive late.

2. ‘Video-tape of the Learning Resources Center.

. J v
3. Lecture by the Reference Librarian with special emphasis on Library of
Congress system, ORU hardware, and staff. ‘

4. Four class meetings featuring tape-slide presentations with response sheets
to be completed by students. These lectures cover the use of indexes,
current events materials, and the card catalog.

Students who score 75 or above on #l and attend #2 and'#B are excused from #4.

‘Students who score 70 - 74 may be excused from #4 at the discretion of the
Reference Librarian in which case she schedules only one lecture which summarizes
the four class meetings and discusses major mistakes from qualifying fest.

- All of our material may be presented live, on individual programmers, on.class-
room monitors, or on our dial access system. 'Slides may be replaced if necessary;
tapes need up-dating almost every year. This flexibility allows the Reference
Librarian to choose the facilities which best fit the problems of the current
semester. o

Keeping records is extremely time-consuming but vital. ' Generally much of the
mechanics can be handled by students or non-professional help.

In addition to this program we-are trying to develop materials whicn will be

presented to students at other times when they particularly need the informatiom.

Several tape-slide lectures are presented to freshmar English classes which are

working on research papers. On request we have prepared tape-slide and/or video
¢ instructions for upper-classmen working on research in English and Education.

‘Because our program is so flexible that printed materials are quickly outdated,

we do not have any samples available for diétrihution. Our tests and response
sheets are geared to our individual cocllection.
